THE NEWS. 

The intelligence which we luy before our 
readers this morning ig four Jays' laler than 
previous advices. From till indications it 
would appear that the Confederates, so fur 
from being crushed by their recent disasters 
have buen inspired with renewed vitality. 
They have again rushed into contlict with 
Sheridan in the Shenandoah, hut although 
this tirao under a mora rodoubtuble com- 
raander than Early — (Jen. Longstrect — am] 
with reinforcements, thoy are still unable to 
mako headway against the impetuous 
Irishman who commands tho Federal lorces 
in the Valley. The result of tlio recent oper- 
ations near Strasburg, which lasted, with 
some intermission, from tho 12th to the 15th 
inclusive, ahows a Contederute retreat. 

The news from Grant gives us brief ac- 
counts of heavy skirmishing along the ap- 
proaches to Richmond, developing now 
works of tho Confederates here, und giving 
Grant a vantage ground there. Tho Not- 
thcrn progress is, we mast confess, slow, 
but it is nevertheless progress, und that to- 
wards lha reduction af the Conlederate cap- 
ital. Every telegram announces another 
stride of Grant; and although the defensive 
genius of Lea makes the stride sometimes 
wavering, and often short of the first intent, 
still when it is made it is firm ; for there i 8 
one peculiarity above all others about the 
Northern commander, and that is he never 
retreats. If ho obtains possession of it 
foot of ground of strategic.*! value he always 
manages 'to hold it. As {lie has done with 
Fort Harrison, so is he doing in his fitful 
advance olong the Parbytown nnd Central 
roads — grasping positions and iclaining them 
despite all the efforts of the enemy to retake 
tho lost ground. Our most exciting; news 
comes from Sherman. On his long line of 
communication the Con lederntes are operating 
with considerable vigor. Daltooand Resaca, 
which cost Sherman so much hard fighting 
to take in tho Mist place, have been recaptured 
by the Confederates ; but us Home, which 
was taken by Hood's troops a few days pre- 
vious was evacuated, so Dal Ion and Resaca 
were only temporarily held. It is easy enough 
for the Confederates in (Jaorgi.i to break 
Sherman's communications, but the injury to 
Sherman is scarcely compensated by the risk 
to Hood ; for while the Federul General has 
been for weeks, in anticipation of these raids, 
provisioning Chattauooga and Atlanta, so 
that the destruction of bis lines of supplies 
would be but small evil, Hood places him- 
self between two fires, and may at auy time 
have his retreat cut off. He is now said to 
be at the Tennessee river on his march into 
Tennessee State, with Sherman's troops in 
his ( rear. The Confederate commander in 
Tennessee would be no doubt a very practi- 
cal ofjsct to Sherman in Georgia, but there is 
this differoace in the positions of the two 
generals— while Sherman is sale in Ibe heart 
of Georgia with no army vigorous enuugh to 
retard very much his progress or interfere 
with his retreat, Hood the moment ho enters 
Tennessee will have lo encounter Federal 
forces in advantageous posi lions— strongly 
defended and well supplied— with tho un- 
comfortable fooling that a powerful army is 
coming upon his rear. We can scarcely 
think the Confederate commander will be 
so foolhardy ; for if he penetrates any dis- 
tance into Tennessee he will never gel 
back again with his army, Price has left 
Misson.i, and gone to lvansas, which he, no 
doubt, intends to " redeem," as he attempted 
to do with Missouri. We are afraid, how- 
ever, if redemption was not to be effected in 
issouri still less may it be expected to laiie 
place in the Far West.
